"On  82  September  1960,  a reliable  eouroe  reported  that  while  he 
wae  driring  between  Kit  Careon  and  Cheyenne  ’Jelle,  Colorado,  «t  1049  houre 
on  20  September  1960,  he  obeerTed  fire  (6)  ob^ota  in  the  eky  whieh  ho 
deeoribed  ae  'fire*balle*  or  'flying  saueere*'  Two  (2)  of  theae  objeota 
were  fairly  large  and  appeared  to  be  three  to  eeven  feet  in  diameter  end 
wore  aauoer  aheped  or  apherieal*  They  looked  aa  if  they  were  maaaea  of 
glowing  molten  metal*  TThen  fir  at  obeerred  they  appeared  to  be  hcpTsring 
at  an  altitude  of  about  600  feet,  at  ooy  rate,  definitely  below  the  oloud 
eoiling*  They  hovered  for  about  one  minute  aid  then  proeeeded  aoroea  the 
road  along  whieh  informant  waa'driving,  at  a speed  eatlamted  to  be  about 
800  vdlee  per  hour*  VThile  oroaaing  ths  road,  three  (8)  mnaller  objeota, 
also  apparently  internally  illuminated,  earn  from  out  of  or  from  behind 
the  two  (2)  larger  ones*  laBtiedlately  thereafter  the  three  (3)  onaller 
objeota  aligned  dmmaelves  with  ths  ^lo  (2)  larger  ones*  Thereupon  all 
the  objeota  greatly  inoreaeed  apeed  and  Ranged  their  direotion  toward 
the  wertieal,  sway  from  the  earth*  Their  speed  upon  oheaging  oourse  was 
Judged  to  be  approximately  2,0u0  miles  per  hour*  Ihey  then  almost  iruaedi- 
ately  disappeared  from  eight*  Informant  oould  not  determine  whether  they 
had  moved  out  of  sight  or  whether  the  light  within  the  objeets  had  boen 
suddenly  turned  off*  Ths  apparition  was  also  seen  by  a truck  driver  who 
had  stopped  his  truok  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a better  view  of  tho  objeets*"
